RANUNCULUS 

The  bloom  of  the  ranunculus  are  globular  and  appear 
like  highly-colored  turbans.  If  you  are  familiar  with 
them,  you  will  want  some  of  our  Giant  Superba  strain. 
If  you  do  not  know  them,  you  owe  it  to  yourself  to  plant 
out  at  least  a  small  bed.  Our  bulbs  are  all  sturdy  seed¬ 
ling  bulbs  and  will  flower  profusely  this  spring  about 
eight  or  nine  weeks  after  planting. 

In  hot  climates  these  desirable  flowers  may  be  grown 
from  plantings  as  late  as  the  middle  of  April.  Where  the 
climate  is  cool  and  the  summers  are  mild  they  may  be 
planted  as  late  as  June.  Planting  instructions  with  order.

TUBEROUS  BEGONIAS 

Unlike  many  Begonias,  they  are  desired  for  their 
beautiful  flowers  rather  than  their  foliage.  The  blooms 
come  in  a  variety  of  types  which  seem  to  imitate  many 
of  our  popular  flowers. 

Tuberous  Begonias  find  their  origin  in  the  Andes  of 
South  America.  They  were  introduced  into  Europe  in 
the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  There  are  records 
of  half-hardy  types  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  China, 
Japan,  and  Java;  but  the  ancestors  of  the  hardy  type 
which  is  becoming  increasingly  popular  each  year  came 
from  Peru,  Bolivia,  and  Ecuador. 

Begonia  tuberhybridia  is  grown  easily  by  anyone  who 
r- — -®s  to  watch  plants  grow  and  bloom.  The  bulbs  aiY 
!  luted  in  flats  of  light  soil  and  then  transferred  to  their 
1  manent  locations.  Their  care  is  not  difficult,  and 
detailed  planting  instructions  are  enclosed  with  each 
order.
